Carefully for 
Profit on Hogs 


Urbana — You'll make more 


money from hog« if you choose 
your markets carefully. 


W. J. Wills, livestock marketing 


specialist in the Illinois College of 
Agriculture, said today that one 
Illinois farmer lost $64 recently 
because he sold five 400-pound 
sows for $12 a hundred. Another 
market in the same town would 
have paid $15.20 for the same 
hogs. 


Wills makes three recommenda- 


tions for 
choosing 
your most 


profitable hog markets. 


First, compare prices for the 


weight of your hogs. Don't worry 
about top or average prices. Some 
markets can pay more than others 
for similar weights and grades be- 
cause they have better outlets. 


Second, compare prices of dif- 


ferent buyers. Some packers can 
pay higher prices than others be- 
cause 
they're 
more 
efficient. 


Others may have special customers 
which nmke it possible for them 
to pay more than another packer 
could pay for the same hogs. 
, Third, compare the outlets of 


each market. Unless your lot of 
hogs is even, a market with more 
than one outlet may offer a better 
price for all grades. Often one 
packer cannot use all weights of 
hogs to the same advantage. Ter- 
minal markets and some 
local 


markets have many outlets. Other 
local markets have only one or two 
buyers. 


So, to pick a market wisely, 


know the grade and weight of your 
hogi and then find the market 
with the highest price for your 
type and weight of hogs. Then you 
won't loee $64 because you didn't 
know the right answer.

Adequate Wiring; What's That? 


It's the Key to Maximum Us* of Electricity

Planned wiring if the key to better 


farming. It is fundar*ental, too. to 
attaining the objectives of more con- 
venient living conditions in the farm 
home. 


The picture above gives you a bird's 


eye view of one type of farm distri- 
bution system in which electricity can 
be put to work at top efficiency. U 
presents a typical, pole-metering in- 
stallation, with meter and transformer 
located on the same pole. Feeder lines 
radiate to other structures from a 
distribution pole. And individual flood 
lights are located at strategic corners 
of each building. Yard lights should 
be installed so they can be controlled 
conveniently from various locations 
on the farmstead. This can be done 
with multiple-control switches or by 
means of low voltage relay control 
systems. An electrically heated stock 
drinking cup is shown near the dairy 
barn. The electric pump, located in 
a separate room of the house base- 
ment, is supplied by a separate feeder, 
thus keeping it in "fire fighting trim" 
in ease flames should destroy build- 
ings connected to other feeders. 


There are, of course, other types of 


distribution systems which are just as 
good as that illustrated. For example, 
wires may be placed underground as 
well as overhead. And meters can be 
located on the outside or inside of 
suitable buildings. In all eases, hew- 
ever, the service equipment and the 
meter should be pissed at a point as 
near as is practical to the electric 
load center of the farmstead. 


The basie requirements of a well 


planned wiring system are that it 
ihall be safe, adequate, easily ex- 


panded and economical. The first re- 
quirement will be satisfied if the in- 
stallation is made in compliance with 
the electrical code. Others, however, 
call for careful planning—a look into 
the future to determine, insofar as 
possible, what use will be made of 
electricity in the years ahead If this 


(is done, your wiring system can be 
designed to meet electrical power and 
lighting needs for years to come And 
it can be planned so that it can be 
expanded—if need be—at low cost. 
For remember, it is more economical 
to install an adequate wiring system 
the first time, than to have to expand 
a skimpy system later. When you 
plan, plan for wires which are large 
enough to provide for enough elec- 
tricity for all foreseeable power and 
electrical needs—the smaller the wire. 
the smaller the amount of current it 
can "carry." Feeder lines should be 
designed to hold voltage drops to a 
minimum. Be sure, too, that your ser- 
vice entrance is of ample size 


Other adequate wiring and lighting 


requirements 
include: 
1 — enough 


branch circuits, each of the proper 
size, in all buildings; 2—individual 
branch circuits lor major household 
appliances; 3—-special purpose outlets 
for motor driven equipment of % 
horsepower or over served by a 230- 
volt circuit; 4—enough duplex con- 
venience outlets, properly located for 
small appliances, portable lamps, etc.; 
I—separate grounding of all perma- 
nently installed motors and other 
equipment; 8—plenty of permanently 
installed switch-controlled lights in 
buildings and on the farmstead; 7— 
enough switches to control lighting 
of stairs, silos, etc, as well as other 
switches located on the latch side of 
each frequently used doorway.

Washington, March 28—(AP) — 


Economy advocates conceded to- 
day Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
has only to say the word and con- 
gress probably will respond with 
a boost in military spending. 


This viewpoint was made clear 


by interested senators despite the 
Key West, Fla., statement yester- 
day by Secretary of Defense John • 
son that the nation's defenses are 
adequate for the present. 


Senator McClellan (D-Ark), who 


headed an unsuccessful drive last 
year to cut President Truman's 
budget 10 per cent, told a reporter 
that if Eisenhower thinks the mili- 
tary setup needs more money he 
will vote for it. 


"That's a matter of life and 


death." McClellan said. '.'I think we 
can make substantial cuts else- 
where in the budget but if General 
Eisenhower says that our defenses 
are not being kept up adequately, 
congress is almost sure to do 
•omething about it. 


Senator Byrd (D-Vai said he 


hopes that when the general testi- 
fies before a senate appropriations 
subcommittee, probably tomorrow, 
Eisenhower will clear up what the 
Virginia senator said he thinks 
may be a misconception about a 
recent speech. 


Eisenhower said then that this 


country has "disarmed to the ex- 
tent—in some directions even be- 
yond the extent—that I, with deep 
concern for her present safety, 
could possibly advise." 


Byrd said he thinks the general 


was not necessarily talking about 
the $13,028,000,000 military budget 
for the year beginning July 1. 
Byrd suggested Eisenhower may 
have been speaking of the speedy 
demobilization after the war and 
it» after effect* on the defense 
•etup. 


Senator Ferguson (R-Mich), a 


member of the subcommittee, said 
this seemed to be borne out by 
Johnson's statement at Key West 
that Eisenhower had approved the

Tield, just west of Dixon on Alt. 
Rt. 30, have showed L«ee county 
farmers how they can earn a net 
incom* of $60 to $65 an acre after 
payingr all costs treating the soil 
and growing the crop. Results on 
this field suggest how farmers can 
add $25 to $30 an acre to their in- 
come through larger crop yields. 


Acting Farm Adviser James T. 


Homers suggests that we probably 


^ihould thank our farsighted ances- 


tors for these and other benefits, 
•inca they were responsible for 
establishing the Dixon field in 
1910. Today, he says, even with all 
the emphasis on soil conservation, 
«ome farmers are overlooking the 
basic soil conservation practices 
used on this experiment field the 
last 40 years. 


Comparisons Made 


Under the livestock system of 


l|farming at the Dixon field, ma- 
nure, lime, and rock phosphate are 
applied to certain plots in various 
combinations. Results on these 
plots are then compared with re- 
eulu on plots receiving no soil 
treatment. 


In the grain farming system, 


crop residues, lime, rock phos- 
phate, and potash are applied in 
various combinations, and com- 
parifioM are made with untreated 


i JploU. 


For 1945-48, the livestock sys- 


tem with the best treatment—ma- 
nur« and lime—gave a net return 
at $66.63 per acre after paying all 
coats. The value of manure in lar- 
ger crop yields amounted to $23.30 
an acre, and lime was valued at 
$6.4$. Extra income from this me- 
thod of soil treatment therefore 
totaled $29.78 an acre. 


For the same period the net re- 


!»tum for the grain farming sys- 


tem with the best treatment—crop 
residues, lime, rock phophate, and 
potash—was $61.64. 


Residues Valuable 


"Under this system, crop residues 


were worth $4.48 an acre, liirte

driving tread being applied to old 
tires. The heavy rubber lugs which 
become quickly worn in planting

Wheat Helped 
By Phosphate 


An emergency step that may 


help sav« winter wheat which has 
suffered winter injury is to (trill 
100 to 200 pounds of superphos- 
phate an acre in it right away. 


This solution was offered today 


by agronomists in the Illinois col- 
lege of agriculture. 


A. L. Lang, soils man. says that 


adding this plant food to soils low 
phosphorus should help wheat re- 
cover. Wheat needs lots of phos- 
phorus. 


If you're putting on only a small 


amount — say 
200 pounds — it 


should be in easily available form, 
like 
superphosphate. 
However, 


j.supplies of superphosphate are low. 


you can't buy any, then you 


ould use a phosphate-carrying fer- 
rlizer like 3-12-12. 
With either 


arrier, you can broadcast it in 
hallo,v.

Another Surplus Coming Up 


From Washington cornea another farm fable, fantastic 


but all too true. It concerns the government's hoard of sur- 
plus dried eggs, which has been pushed to one side of the 
taxpayers' plate by a gigantic serving of surplus potatoes. 


The Commodity Credit Corporation, charged with tak- 


ing the farmers' surplus off his hands, has unloaded some 
32 million pounds of powdered hen fruit, or about a third of 
it» hoard, on the canny British. The latter paid $7 million 
for eggs catting the American taxpayer $40 million outright 
and no one knows how much in higher taxes. 


That's not all. Payment was made with $3 million in 


ECA funds. $3 million in Agriculture Dept. funds, and only 
Jl million in British held dollars. So the net return on $40 
million was only $1 million. 


We don't begrudge the British their "purchase" of dried 
eggi. At least they are prepared to use them, which is more 
than can be said for our side. But if that's our purpose why 
not say so? Why go to such ridiculous lengths to cover up 
the fact that the government is subsidizing the farmer, just 
as it subsidizes the ship-owner*, the airlines, and numberless 
other special groups? 


For no matter how you slice it, the farm price support 


program is a subsidy. There are many reasons why subsi- 
**• »re considered a necessary function of government to 
help preserve a stable farm industry or merchant marine. 
But none of the reasons excuse a system which obliges the 
taxpayer both to pay high prices at the market place and 
high taxes to siphon off an uncontrolled surplus of farm 
products. 


The situation is becoming worse instead of better. While 


congress, in response to popular indignation, is preparing to 
enforce production controls on potato growers, the prospects 
«r« shaping up for another year of boom farm production 
and consequent surpluses. 


Within their acreage allotments on price-supported 
crops, farmers are reported to be intensifying their efforts 
to squeeze the greatest possible yields from their lands. The 
rammodity Credit Corporation has been granted another $2 
billion to take care of present and prospective purchases of 
over-produced crops. And no end is in sight 


Congress, as the originator of all farm legislation and 


funds, is directly responsible for the present situation 
Bv 


refusing either to risk offending the farm vote or to work 
out a long-range program for attaining a sensible goal, con- 
gress has merely helped to perpetuate a problem for which 
the annual farm bills provide no solution.—New Orleans 
Item.
